INJUNCTION GIVEN TO THE VICTIM 


‘Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, in the 
United. States District court, conducted a 
primary clase in anithmetic and honesty for 
loan sharks yesterday. The sharke displayed 
remarkable ignorence of mathematics, in- 
cluding even simple computations of interest. 
They also found it hard to give direct an- 
ewers to other questions. 

Luman B. French, owner of the Standard 
Credit company, with offices in the Hartford 
building, and of 98 per cent of the Federal 
Loan company, which is harbored by the 
Fort Dearborn building, was the star per- 
former. John J. Prendergast, notary public 
and his maneger at the latter place, was a 


close second in the exhibition of mental 


gymnastics. 
It would be hard to draw an indictment of 
the salary loan business mort’ foreeful than 


the demeanor of these two men on the stand. 


é 
Backed by Employers. 

The determined hammering of the judge de- 
veloped some of the most dramatic scenes 
ever witnessed In a Chicago courtroom. 

Tie case arose as follows: Vernon A. 
White, employed by Attley & Co., a lumber 
firm in the Rallway Exchange building, had 


| become involved with a number of loan 


sharks. He filed a petition in bankruptcy. 
Before any action had been taken on ft by the 


court he 

“an of his wages. His employers 
promised to stand back of him and he‘submit- 
ted his case to Tue Trisune Anti-Loan Shark 
bureau. Attorneys Daniel P. Trude and 
Thomas J. Peden, distributers of cases, as- 
signed the matter to Attorneys Samuel D. 
and Marcus A. Hirschl, members of the bu- 
reau. 

The attorneys decided to ask Judge Landis 
to enjoin further prostcution of this suit 
pending the hearing in bankruptcy, and cited 
Prendergast and French to appear and ex- 
plain a few details that were not clear. White 
had gone to the Federal Loan company to 
borrow the money. Prendergast was in 
charge of the office. But the papers were 
made out in favor of L. G. Smith and the suit 
in court was brought in that name. 


Landis Gets Suspicious. 

The hesitation and deliberate evasion of 
Prendergast and French in answering sim- 
ple questions aroused the suspicion of Judge 
Landis, who took the matter up along with 
other motions in the morning, expecting to 
dispose of it before going on with the case 
of Poupausky, “the Polish Wizard,”’ who 
was on trial before him. 

At last, when Prendergast, who managed 
the business, and French, who admitted 
owning it, denied ail knowledge as to the 
whereabouts of L. G. Smith, in whose name 
all the business of the office was transacted, 
the judge ordered them into hie chambers 
to reflect on whether or not they would tell 
him the truth. 

The Poupaurky case was heard for an hour 
or more, and was then suspended and Pren- 
dergast was recalled from the judge’s cham- 
bers. He still claimed utter ignorance of 
who L. G. Smith was, or where that person 
was to be found. He said he had never seen 
L. G. Smith nor communicated in any way 
with him.

Hie voice was even weaker than that of Pren- 
‘dergast, his comprehension poorer, his time 
detween questions longer, and his nervous 
twitching more pronounced. 

He finally was led into admitting that he 


owned 99 per cent of the business of the Fed-. 


eral Loan company and L., G. Smith owned 
1 per cent. Then he said Smith was Mrs. 
Laura G. Smith. More industrious 


elicited the information that she had put in 
about $500.

the witness kept stubbing his toes on these 
unfortunate admissions.

Chicago Bards, Flees the 
City Ahead of Time. 


PITY BRINGS ONSLAUGHT. 


“Quick, porter! Speed, I ring 
In waiting coach my luggage fling. 
This is no place to dream a ditiy— 
A huge, rude, savage, seething city, 


William Watson, the famous poet from 
Engiand, did not loiter three days in Chi- 
cago, as planned, to study this “ seeth-ing, 
pro-dig-lous, ber-bar-ic caul-dron of in-dus- 
try.” 

At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon the king s 
own muse was piquing the porter of the Ho- 
tel La Salle to exert himself with exceeding 
diligence—to transport boxes, portmanteux. 
and things to the La Salle street depot. At 
2:30 the poet and his manageress wife, both 
agitated and shocked, were fiying eastward 
on the Twentieth Century limited. 

Chicago poets—four and twenty of them, at 
least—were the cause of the Watsons’ prema- 
ture departure. Inspired to savage zeal by 
the turbulent spirit of Chicago, they laid 
siege to room 1402—the Watson suite—early 


yesterday morning. 


Telephone Service Discontinued. 

The telephone tirkled discordantly every 
few minutes to convey a plea that the good 
Mr. Watson, who disapproves of “ arctic 
frost for budding bards, please examine a 
few humble manuscripts. Maids and mes- 
sengers of the hotel presented cards and be- 
seeching notes by proxy. 

It was necessary for Mrs. Watson, who is 
directress of the poetic expedition, to issue 
a bulletin at 10 o'clock, advising all visitors 
that the poet was in a “ fatigued and jaded 
condition and could see no one.

Governor Awaits Final Construction. 

Much depends upon the final construction 
of the opinion. The more the decision is 
studied the more sweeping appear to be its 
declarations.

Justice Dunn filed a dissenting opinion to 
the holding of their five associates upon the 
single point, in their view of the case, that 
the journals of the two houses’, or either 
of them, must, under the constitution, show 
the intimate stages of progress of à bill as 
it advances to passage. 

The original suit attacking the university 
bill’ was brought by Dr. W. E. Neiberger 
of Bloomington, president of the Illinois 
State Homeopathic association. agalnst State 
Treasurer Mitchell and State Auditor Mo- 
Cullough. The intimate history of the case 
involves a fight between the homeopathic 
school of physicians and the old school 
men for official recognition by the state. 

In many recent sessions of the general as- 
sembly the effort has been made to secure 
an appropriation for a school of medicine 
in Chicago, in which the homeopaths would 
mot be recognized. 


Appropriation in University Bill. 

In the last session the item was inserted in 
the omnibus university bill in conference pro- 
viding for $60,000 per annum, or $120,000 for 
the two year period, for the maintenance by 
the University of Illinois of a medical depart- 
ment in Chicago.

PREPARE MEASURES FOR SESSION. 
Mayor Harrison sent for the council reso- 
lutions asking Gov. Deneen to call a spe- 
cial session and signed them with his ap- 
proval yesterday afternoon as soon as he 
was told of the necessity of an extra session 
because of the Supreme court's decision. 

The first of these resolutions asks that a 
special session be called to give to the south 
park board the power of condemnation that 
will enable it to take possession by court 
proceedings of the lake shore lands and 
rights now held by the Illinois Central. The 
second resolution asks that the legislature 
pass an amendment to the Chicago harbor 
act of 1911 adding to the city’s harbor pow- 
ers the right to occupy and use made lands 
as well as submerged lands in harbor de- 
velopment. 

“If there is sufficient time,” said tne 
mayor, “I am sure arrangements will be 
made to send a delegation representing the 
city to urge the passage of these bills.” 

Speaking for the petitioners who addressed 
the committee against the contract ratifi- 
cation ordinance, Lessing Rosenthal asserted 
his confidence that his associates will go 
to Springfield if that becomes necessary. 

The support of the south park commis- 
sion to legislation leading toward the grant 
of condemnation right to the commission by 
the legislature was pledged by President 
John Barton Payne. 

“That does not mean, however.” he said, 
“that the commission is withdrawing in 
any way from its position on the need of ac- 
cepting the contract with the®fllinois Cen- 
tral railroad. That contract should be ac- 
cepted by a city ordinance. It is impers- 
tive. 

“I assume the governor will urge the 
passage of a law giving us the right to 
condemn and acquire made lands. But his 
does not affect the trade with the Ilincis 
Central. The plain fact is that it is not pos- 
sible to acquire by condemnation the sub- 
stantial matters embraced in that trade, 
particularly the Field museum.”

COURT DECISION 


BLOW TO ‘HURRY-UP’ LAWS 


Springfiel4, III., Feb. 23.—The majority 
opinion of the supreme court in the appropri- 
ation case states: 

“The general question submitted is 
whether a bill becomes a law where the 
journals of the house and senate do not 
show a compliance with the requirements of 
the constitution respecting the passage of 
bills, and the question in this particular case 
is whether the bill became a law, although it 
did not appear upon the journal of either 
house that it was printed with its amend- 
ments, in ite final form before its passage. 

“The attorney general, not conceding that 
bis admissions are decisive of the controversy, 
admits by hie brief and argument, and ad- 
mitted in the argument at the bar, that the 
constitutional provisions with reference to 
the passage of bills are mandatory; that it 
ig competent to go behind the printed statute 
and enrolled act and show by the journal of 
either branch of the general assembly that 
the act was not passed in the mode prescribed 
by the constitution; that the journals must 
show on their face a compliance with avery 
requirement of the constitution from the 
intro@uction of a bill until its final passage, 
or it will mot become a law, and that the 
@tience of the journals as to any required 
tap is evidence of its non-existence. 


— 

In the dupreme court of the United States 
and in a number of the states the rule pre- 
valle that the journals cannot de used as 
evidence for the purpose of impeaching the 
act. 

“None of these reasons has prévailed in 
this court, and in Field vs. Clark, 148 U. S., 
649, where the Supreme court of the United 
States established its rule it was stated that 
the rule is different in this state. 

“Courts have been quite indulgent as to 
the matter of keeping records with minor 
local boards or official bodies, which are 
necessarily chosen from the inexperienced 
and unskilled in such matters, but K the 
records of a body selected to make laws are 
to be looked upon with the same lenity the 
courts have not gone so far as to presume 
that things were done which cannot be in- 
ferred from the record to have been done. 

“The question involved first came to this 
court in Spangler vs. Jacoby, 14 III., 297, 
which was decided in 1853, and the court 
there established two rules: First, that it 
was competent to show by the journals of 
either branch of the general assembly that 
an act was not passed in the mode prescribed 
by the conetitution; and, second, that if 
facts were not set forth in the journals the 
conclusion was that they did not transpire. 


‘ — 

The case was decided under the constitu- 
tion of 1848 and section 21 of article 3 con- 
tained this provision: And on the final pas- 
gage of all bills the vote ghall be by ayes 
and noes, and shell be entered on the jour- 
nal.’ Section 2 provided that every bill 
should be read on three different days in each 
house, unless the rule was dispensed with. 
The validity of an act was disputed on the 
ground that the journal of the house-did not 


show that the bill had been read the third 
time or the ayes and noes called on its pas- 


sage. 

“The court said that it was clearly com- 
petent to show by the journals of either 
branch of the legisiature that a particular 
act was not passed in the mode prescribed by 
the constitution and thus defeat its operation 
altogether; that the constitution required 
each house to keep a journal, and declared 
that certain facts made essential to the pas- 
sage of the law should be stated therein; that 
toe journal was made up under the immedi- 
ate direction of the house and was presumed 
to contain a full and complete history of its 
proceedings, and that if these facts were not 
set forth the conclusion was that they did 
not tranepire. ; 

eo 

It fe contended that the legislative con- 
struction is correct on the ground that the 
final passage of a bill referred to means its 
passage in the house or senate, regardless 
of amendments to it subsequently made. 
The argument ie that when a bill is intro- 
duced, read three times, printed, and put 
upon its passage in either house, the consti- 
tution is complied with, although it may be 
subsequently emended in the other house or 
by conference. committee and be afterward 
passed in a different form and with different 
provisions The words, in their natural and 
ordinary meaning, refer to the leet act of 
the house or senate in passing a bill and 
enacting it in a law, and there are obvious 
reasons for rejecting the argument. 

“The final passage of a bill cannot meag 
one thing where the vote is required to be 
by yeas and nays, which ie the language of 
the present constitution, and a different 
thing where it is required to be printed be- 
fore the vote is taken on the final passage, 
and if the interpretation contended for is 
correct the provision for the yeas and nays 
on the finel passage of the bill would apply 
only to the first passage, and not to the 
passage of the bill as it becomes a law. If 
that were 80, a bill changed and amended by 
the report of a conference committee might 
become a law by the vote of the majority 
of a quorum, and of course that idea could 
not be entertained for a moment. 

The decree is reversed and the cause is re- 
manded to the Circuit court, with directions 
to overrule the demurrer.”’

Chief Justice Carter, in delivering the dis- 
senting opinion, says in conclusion: 

“The printing of amendments to bills not 
being required by the constitution to be set 
out om the journals of the legisla ture by a fair 
construction of the constitution and the great 
weight of authority, the courts, in my judg 
ment, ought not to presume by the mere 
silence of the journals as to such printing 
that the legislature failed to comply in that 
regard with ite duties under the conatitu- 
ton.“ 

To the dissenting opinion is subscribed the 
following by Justice Dunn: I concur in the 
views expressed by Mr. Chief Justice Carter 
in the foregoing dissenting opinions.”’

Not What He Can Earn First Week 
After Graduation, but Rate of Prog- 
ress He Can Sustain. 


New York, Feb. 23.—More than 1,000 
Princeton graduates tonight attended a din- 
ner given to John Grier Hibben, recently 
elected president of the unlversity. 

“T have been quoted as saying a Princeton 
man is worth $6 a week immediately after 
his graduation, said President Hibben. “I 
made the statement originally concerning 
college graduates in general, not concerning 
Princton men in particular. Thisopinion was 
not given as a result of any statistics, but 
merely as expressing my general impression, 
and 1 Still believe it. 

“The main point of the statement haa, 
however, never been quoted in the press, 
and it is this: That it is not the amount of 
money, whether $6. $10, or $15, or $20 a week 
that a college man commands, which is to 
be taken as the value of a college course. 

“It ie mot what the college man is capable 
of earning the first week he leaves college, 
but_it is the rate of progress he is capable of 
sustaining.

HOPE LIES IN AMENDMENT. 


Huge London Gathering Demands Bal- 
lot During This Year.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—David Lfloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, had a mixed re- 
ception tonight when he addressed a huge 
suffragist gathering in Albert hall. 

Although Mr. Lloyd-George attended the 
meeting for the purpose of advocating wom- 
an suffrage, the militant suffragists, who do 
not like him, contnually interrupted his ad- 
dress with taunts and “ booing.’ 

The majority of those in the hall, however, 
supported Mr. George and enabled him to get 
a hearing. 

The chancellor said the suffragets would 
never get a government measure giving. 
women the right to the franchise. Theonly 
way they could succeed was by bending all 
their energies to secure the amendment of 
the proposed manhood suffrage bill while it 
was being discussed in the house of com- 
mons. 

Two-thirds of the members of the cabinet 
and three-quarters of the house of com- 
mons, the chancellor said, would support an 
amendment to the bill giving women the right 
to vote, and such an amendment would cer- 
tainly be carried. 

It was hopeless, said the speaker, for the 
women to lok to thé Unionists for help, ag 
three-quarters of the Conservatives were op- 
posed tq woman suffrage. 

A resolution was adopted unanimously 
calling upon parliament to grant the fran- 
chise to women during the present year.

Their majesties and 
the heir apparent were acclaimed. This 
was the first time the crown prince, who is 7 
years old, had appeared in public.

BURRIS’ FORTUNE 


Illegitimate Child of Late 


| Stockman Fights for His 
$200,000 Estate. 


21 HEIRS IN THE CONTEST. 


Claimant. Iowa School Teacher 
Who Charges Fraud in Old 
„Settlement.“ 


It is possible an illegitimate daughter of 
the late James B. Burris, who was a promi- 
nent operator at the stockyards, wil! inherit 
all of his $200,000 estate, depriving twenty- 
one distant relatives of apportionments men- 
tioned in a will 

Arguments have deen heard By Judge 
Petit in the Circuit court. The hearing is in 
chancery. A decision is expected within the 
next few days. 

The complainant is Miss Myrtle Spencer, 
a school teacher of Pleasantville, Ia., where 
Burris lived up to the time of the young 
woman's birth in 1875. Mise Spencer is now 
supporting her aged mother on $40 4 month 
salary. In an amended bill, fled by Attorney 
Mary E. Miller, are shown receipts for $1,500 
whereby Mise Spencer and her mother re- 
leased Burris from any claims or legal at- 
tachmenta 


Charge of Fraud Made. 

It i contended by Miss Spencer that these 
contracts were negotiated by fraud, a rich 
Iowa nephew of Burris representing that the 
stockman’s fortune was barely $25,000. It 
is also charged that Burris was not mentally 
responsible at the time he made hie will. He 
died in August, 1910. 

The question to be decided by Judge Petit 
ls whether the law of Iowa regarding me- 
gitimate births can involve Illinois property 
when the domicile of Burris wag changed to 
this state. The Iowa statutes read that chil- 
Gren by illicit wedlock shall inherit from the 
father when the paternity is proven during 
his life, or if the recognition of the sttuation 
is general and notorious, or if there is memor- 
anda in writing. 


Points to Status in Iowa. 

Mise Miller, arguing for Miss Spencer, de- 
clared that Miss Spencer’s position is fully 
and notoriously known in Iowa and also pre- 
sents the documentary evidence. 

Attorney William K. Pattison, representing 
the testamentary heirs and William A. Tu- 
den, executor, offered the court the I/lHnois 
law that would deny Miss Spencer any re- 
turn.

Says Ennui Leads Youth Astray. 


“One-sixth of the population of Chicago are 
in the theaters tonight and they are not there 
because they are wicked,” the Rev. W. J. Wyck- 
off, pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal 
church of Oak Park, told members of the All- 
Chicago Epworth league at a banquet last even- 
ing at the Lincoln inn. 

“It is because,” he sald, “of the dreadful 
ennui and the weight of their crushing toil. The 
reason why so many of the 6,000 girls who an- 
nually go into Hves of vice are working girls is 
‘because at 14 years of age their young woman- 
hood is put into the mills of commerce and 
ground into dollars. 

“The thousands of young men who crowd 
the streets lined with evil resorts are driven by 
a false imagination to wake up in a Dante's 
inferno. Youth is the period of the ragtime 
song and the slang expression. It is likewise 
the period of hero worship, of enthusiasm for 
humanity, for optimism, and high ideals. Young 
people are not -evelutionists—they can't wait 
long enough. They are revolutionists.” 

The Rev. W. O. Shepard urged the league 
to combat theaters, aa N. dance halls. 


“The problem of our ng people's so- 
cleties,“ said the Rev. Char Bayard Mitchell, 
pastor of St. James’ church, “is to get rid of 
the old people and get in the new. Old people 
have no business in remaining members of a 
“young people's organization.”

OUNT FRANCIS LUTZOW of Bohemia 
yesterday gave the lecture at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago for which he came 
to the city. He spoke on “ Bohemian 
People and Bohemian Culture.” Count 

Liitzow recounted the strife and hardships 
which Bohemia has undergone from the time 
its people wére pagan until the present day, 
when, though not an independent nation, it is 
‘beginning to be a power in music, art, and lit- 
erature. 9 | 

“Among the many misfortunes which have 
befallen the Bohemian people,” said the count, 
“the misuse of the national name is by no 
means of the least account. The ancient mis- 
take which identified the Behemians with gyp- 
sies originated in France, probably because gyp- 
sies went to that country with passports signed 
by. the king of Bohemia. The peculiar modern 
significance of the word was first used in Eng- 
lish by Thackeray.

Mrs. Pomery’s plot creaks somewhat. There 
are many rather impossible convergencies of 
events. There are two long lost and recovered 


parents, and several too propitious meetings of 


relatives and friends, but as long as thé old idea 
that a plot is required lingers in the air, these 
obsolete devices must borne with. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mrs. Pomery needed to write about 
nothing save the emergent and really gallant 
soul of her heroine, who is, when all.is said 
and done, a woman of charm as well as nobility. 

Mrs. Pomery writes concerning certain events 
and conditions which she Knows to be facts, 
but she does not, after all, produce a piece of 
literary realism, because she writes about these 
matters romantically. Perhaps a gentle woman 
must write of the white slave traffic romantic- 
ally, unless she be a brave investigator and 
an exceedingly virile writer. Be that as it may, 
“ Love’s Crucible,” while not attaining to the 
strength it would have done in the hands. of an 
experienced writer, reveals a nature rich in 
sympathy, and adds one more plea to the grow.

T IS possible to get some new light en or 
some new interest in our soup bone, or the 
soup bone par excellence, from some an- 
cient sources, which may sound paradoxical 
but is nevertheless true.

Shin of Beef Stewed.—The following direc- 
tions and comments are taken from a genuinely 
old cook book: Desire the butcher to saw the 
bone into three or four pieces, put it into a 
stewpan, and just cover it with cold water. 
When it simmers skim it clean, then put in a 
bundle of sweet herbs, a large onion, a head of 
celery, a dozen berries of black pepper, and the 
same of allspice. Stew gently over a slow fire 
until the meat is tender—this will take about 
three hours and a half to four and a half. 

“Take three carrots, peel, and cut them into 
squares. Peel and cut in small squares a couple 
of turnips, with a couple of dozen of small, 
young, round, silver button onions. Boil them 
until tender . and drain dry. 

When the beef is quite tender take it out 
carefully and put it on a dish while you thicken 
a pint and a half of the gravy. To do this mix 
three spoonsful of flour with a teacupful of the 
beef liquor—make a soup of the rest of it. Stir 
this thoroughly together until it boils, skim off 
the fat, strain it through a sieve, and put your 
wegetables in to warm. Season with pepper, 
salt, and a wineglass of mushroom catsup or 
port wine, or both, and pour it over the beef. 

„N. B.—Or, instead of sending up the beef 
whole, cut the meat into handsome pieces, fit. to 
help at table, and lay it in the middle of the 
dish, with the vegetables and sauce, which, if 
you flavor with curry powder, you may call 
‘beef curry,’ round it. A leg of mutton is ex- 
cellent dressed in the same way, equal to ‘le 
gigot de sept heures,“ so famous in the French 
kitchen. 

„Obs. — This stew has every claim to the at- 
tention of the rational epicure, being one of 
those in which ‘frugality,’ ‘nourishment,’ and 
‘palatableness’ are most happily combined, and 
you get a gallon of excellent broth into the bar- 
gain. We advise the mistress of the table to 
call it ‘ragout beef. This will insure it being 
eaten with unanimous applause. The homely 
appellation of shin of beef stewed is enough to 
give your genteel eater a locked jaw. ‘ Remem- 
ber: When the judsment's weak the prejudice 
is strong.“

While we feel quite brave and extraordinarily 
economical if we can find some way to use — 
soup meat in the above recipe, we have an ac- 
count of a perfectly sensible dish in the making 
of which the soup stock ie the by-product in- 
stead of the meat.

N honor rare fot the native and resi- 
Aent artist was yesterday the portion 
of two young women who were select- 
as soloists with the Thomas orchestra. 
They were Miss Priscilla Carver and Miss 
N e both residents of High- 
land Park, III., and pupils ot Chicago teneh- 
ers. It is a pleasure to record their success 
in the Mozart E flat concerto for two 


Pianos, which was delivered with a taste and 
precision that reflected great credit on their 


teachers and the conductor, whq had been 


exceptionally patient and careful in re 
hearsal. 


The appearance constituted a debut for the 
young artists so far as Chicago is concerned, 
though one of them has been prominent in 
the coficerts of the Amateur Musical club, 
and it should serve as 6 brilliant beginning 
for more pretentious achievemients. Mozart 
is never the medium for display and his 
muse makes a more searching and thorough 
test of the planist's musica) and mechanical 
equipment than that of any other master. 
Furthermore, the concerto in question is not 
real solo miusié. It is essemble Hence the 
necessity for more than usu! preparation in 
rébéarsal. The reading wad kept beauti- 
fully witht the intimate limits of the work 
and was endowed with many tonal and spir- 
itual graces. Its only blemishes were the 
momentary unevennesses that resulted from 
the greater clarity and facility of Miss Dver- 
ingham’'s technic in scale and arpeggio pas- 
sages.

Through Frederick Joseph. president of the 
New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat company, 
Assistant Distriet Attorhey James M. Sheean 
brought out extensive information at the trial 
of the indicted packers yesterday on Edward 
Tilden’# negotiations to purchase the New 
York company for the National Packing 
company. At the time the New York concern 
was tottering Joseph conferred with Mr. Ti 
‘den and rejected a proposal of the dressed 
meat officers, beating them down to a better 
price. 

Two contracts tn wen Mr. Truden tad 
figured were desired. One was between Jo- 
seph and tlie Sulsberger interests as one 
party, and the Swift, Armour, and Morris 
interests as the other party.

UNEARNED STREET CAR PROFITS. 

Before the council finishes the study of 
street car service it should give considera- 
tion to the fact that the very congestion in 
the rush hours forces on the companies a 
vast unearned profit. These conditions may 
be helped, but it is probable that they cau- 
not be changed essentially until the present 
systenis have been supplemented by a sub- 
way. At the present an unearned profit, 
contributed by the passengers forced into 
cars already carrying more than capacity 
loads, is donated to the companies as a di- 
rect result of the unfortunate plight in 
which the city finds itself. 

If the people suffer in this respect they at 
least can demand that the service at other 
than rush hours be a model of excellence. 
They pay for it. The greatest need, of 
course, is to relieve the congestion: That 
will be difficult. The next requirement is 
to improve the general service.

Nearly nine months ago charges were filed 
before the board of managers of the Unioa 
League club for the expulsion of one of the 
members of the club, Mr. Edward Hines.

“ CHAOTIC,” POSSIBLY, BUT 
WHOLESOME. 
Illinois seems to have been returned, in 


theory, to a state of nature, without laws or 
legislators, by the decision of the state Su- 
preme court holding that an appropriation 
of $60,000 for the University of Dlinois 
medical school is invalid because it was in- 
serted in a conference committee report, 
was not printed, and was not passed by due 
legislative process. 

Attorney General Stead, a legal alarmist 
in this case, contended that if the court de- 
clared against the method which has been 
used for forty years—that of agreeing to 


amendments in conference and passing bills | 


by adopting conference committee reports—- 
it Was necessary to admit that the state had 
not had a legal legislature in ten years. 

“A disregard of this practice, said Mr. 
Stead, might destroy titles, impair the 
obligation of contracts, cause much mis- 
chief, and create a condition of chaos. If 
this objection must prevail, it must follow 
that we have not had a legal legislature for 
ten years, for the senatorial apportionmeut 
act is involved. If we have not had a legal 
legislature during that time, not a single 
law in the statute books passed during that 
time has any validity, foree, or obligation.” 

This, indeed, as Mr. Stead suggests, is a 
“ condition of chaos.“ The Supreme court 
has held that the practice must be disre- 
garded, that the particular legislation at- 
tacked because it had not gone through due 
legislative process is invalid and of no effect, 
and Illinois manifestly is in an interesting 
predicament. 

The thought that the legislature which 
elected Mr. William Lorimer was not a 
“ legal legislature” is some consolation, 
however small. The state gladly will accept 
Mr. Stead’s conclusions in that matter, even 
if it confidently expects that the chaos will 
speedily resolve itself into order. 

The substantial fear is that unless the 
assembly quickly reénacts by constitutional 
process the many important laws which 
may be tainted by this decision, these acts 
will be attacked one by one in the courts on 
the same ground that the appropriation bill 
was attacked, and that they will be declared 
invalid.for the same reason. A glance at 
the list of laws affected will show that such 
proceedings would have a disastrous effect. 

Whatever inconvenience and embarrass- 
ment may result from the decision it is to 
be applauded for its corrective value. Leg- 
islation by snap judgment is not to be tol- 
erated, and no matter if the practice had 
the sanction of. forty years’ use or of four 
hundred years’ use, it was wrong and 
vicious. 

The opponents of the initiative and refer- 


endum may ask themselves if it would be 


possible for the mob to scramble publle 
affairs in a worse fashion than our assembly 
has done. It doesn’t matter whether it wan 
custom or not. The method was wrong, 
mischievous when it was not vicious, 

A few men from the senate and a few men 
from the house, appointed as members of a 
conference committee to consider a bill Fer 
which the two houses are deadlocked, meet 
and proceed to write a new bill. It may be 
changed in many essential and vital partic- 
ulars, or it may be changed in a few trivial 


| ones, but when the committee reaches an 


agreement the report is thrown at the two 
branches for adoption. 

‘Almost invariably this is in the closing 
hours of the sessions when confusion is at 
its worst. If the legislators know what they 
are voting on it is because they take enough 
interest to ask the conferees privately what 
has been dene to the bill. The“ reading 
of the report selgom enlightens any onc. 
The measure framed or changed in this 
fashion becomes an enactment of the as- 
sembly in spite of wise constitutional pre- 
cautions. 

We may or may not be in a state of 
“chaos.” Tf we are we are confident that a 
way will be found to bring order back into 
the scheme of things. The main point is 
that the legislature has been taught a 
wholesome lesson.

GETTING THIN. ; 

ROWING children seldom get 
enough food. Rubner, Waters, and 
Aron have shown that full feeding 
will add to the stature attained by 
growing children. Workingmen do- 
ing hard mantal labor seldom eat an ex- 
cess of food. Therefore, from the fat who 
would be healthier if thin these groups 

should be dropped. 
Financiers, merchants, office workers, 
clerks, and housewives, on the other hand, 
us a class, go about their duties panting, 
with thumping heart and high blood pres- 
sure, because they are too fat. All of them 
know it, and some of them want to reduce. 
There is some danger in reducing. The 
system, mechanically and chemically, has 
become adjusted on the basis of fat, the 
mind is temperamentally on that basis, the 
subjects usually have passed the years of 


| elasticity—readjustment is not 60 easy as 


it once was. 5 

But if the man has weighed the incon- 
venience and danger and has come to a 
| determination to reduee—how shall he go 
about it? Let him begin with the follow- 
ing as one day's diet: 0 

Meat Four ounces (four cuble inches). 


Cereal—One plate. 
Bread—Three slices. 
Butter—Two Helping: 
Sugar and cream in coffee. 
Vegetables (except potatoes) in mall quantities. 
Drink water freely. 
Eat fruit freely. 


This total quantity should be divided 
into three meals. It is the starting point, 
The man, having weighed to begin with, 
should increase this quantity or decrease 
it until he finds the amount of food which 
will cause him to lose not to exceed a half 
pound a week in weight. 

Exercise alone will not cause a loss in 
weight. The man who exercises has more 
appetite, eats more, and gets fatter. But, 
increased exercise combined with decrease 
of food, each change in moderation, will 
build up muscle and replace tissue lost as 
fat. A fat man has a tight skin, and 
under it his tissues are under tension, and 
in reducing the muscles should grow to 
maintain part of this tension. 

Water helps the stomach to break up 
the food. Taken two or three hours after 
meals it liquifies the food and helps the 
stomach to empty itself. More of the uu- 
trition of food is absorbed where the stom- 
ach’s contents are well liquified.

MARKET DROPS 10 CENTS. 


Cattle Slow and Weak: Faney Lambs 
Highest in Weeks; Sheep Steady. 


Hog market at Chicago yesterday opened at 
a decline of 8e and closed at a loss of fully 100 
from Thuredey’s figures. Weakness was due 
te the bearish attitude of packers, who would 
not compete against shippers because, they 
said, hog values were so high and products 
s0 cheap they lost 75c a head on every hog 
slaughtered. Shippers continued to set the 
pace in the trade, taking 8,000 head and pay- 
thg up to $6.35. The average price was low- 
ered 50 to $6.24. 

Cattle trade was slow and weak, with prices 
the lowest of the week and largely 100180 
lower than @ week ago.

PLAN BEFORE CREDIT MEN. 


Robert W. Bonynge, Member of Commis- 
sion Which Recommended Scheme. 
Shows Defects of Present Methods.

Proposed currency and banking reforms 
were discussed last evening at the Sixteenth 
annual banquet of the Chicago Association 
of Credit Men at the Hotel Sherman. Rob- 
ert W. Bonynge of Néw York, member of 
the national monetary commission, explained 
the national reserve association plan rec- 
ommended by that body and J. Harry Tre- 
goe, secretary treasurer of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men, talked on the sub- 
ject ot Credit Men and the Monetary Ques- 
tion.” 

Mr. Bonynge said there are three great 
defects in the present monetary system 
which, if corrected, will give financial se- 
curity. * 

“The first,” he said. is our antiquated 
system of reserves under which they are 
scattered over every section of the country 
and thus rendered ineffective in case of a 
great crisis. A great part of these reserves 
are locked up and are unavailable in times 
of necessity. ‘The second great defect is 


which the banks of the country may codp- 
erate for their own protection. 

“The third great defect is the ndnelas 
ticity of our bond secured bank note cur- 
rency—in a broader sense—the nonelasticity

The Hamilton club has concluded the sale 
of the ten years’ optional extension lease- 
hold interest which it had in the property at 
the northwest corner of Clark and Monroe 
streets.
